Texas Legislature contains a liberal 
appropriation for a new agricultural 
building for the A. & M. College. 
It 
is also a matter of congratulation 
that the Galveston News, which in 
the past made editorial utterances 
leading Many to believe it was un­ 
friendly to the college, has now come 
out in a strong editorial in favor of 
the appropriation as follows: 
“ The Appropriations Committees of 
the House and Senate of the Texas 
Legislature have approved the appro­ 
priation of $150,000 for the erection 
of an agricultural building for the 
Texas Agricultural 
and 
Mechanical 
College. 
The News hopes that this 
appropriation will be allowed by the 
Legislature, and that the Governor 
will stamp it with his hearty approv­ 
al. 
This item was allowed by thp 
Legislature twro years ago, but wras 
vetoed by the Governor. 
W e believe 
Governor Ferguson will see the mat­ 
ter in a different light. 
We do not 
consider it too much to say that the 
school of agriculture of the A. & M. 
College has never had a sufficient 
appropriation to carry on in the best 
way the very important work intrust­ 
ed to it. 
If there is any department 
of the A. & M. College which should 
have 
equipment 
and 
facilities 
for 
making its work most efficient, it is 
certainly the school of agriculture, 
Texas being essentially an agricultur­ 
al State, the very great majority of 
its 
population 
being 
farmers 
and 
stockmen, its products being almost 
exclusively those of the farm, ranch 
and orchard, the necessity for a high- 
class school of agriculture is appar­ 
ent. 
This necessity is emphasized 
when it is remembered that agricul­ 
tural teachers are now in such de­ 
mand throughout the entire State in 
the public schools.
